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Size of a large Nutmeg 5 and, being felt by the Fin- 
ger, was hard. 

About a Fortnight before the Difcharge, fome 
white Specks appeared 5 upon which it was fuppofed 
that Matter was gathering j and being ft ill hard, a 
common Poultice of white Bread and Milk was ap- 
plied, and then it prefently diflodged itfelf, without 
any Application, and left the Patient ever ftnee free 
from Complaint. 

I was obliged to the Rev. Mr. Chauncy> the Hus- 
band of the Patient, for this Account.

Royal Demonflrator in Anatomy and Sur- 
gery at Roan.

Read]™. ig.'TpHOSE who have Colle&ions of 
1748. j^ Anatomy, or Natural Rftory, and 

prefcrve Animals, Vegetables, or any of their Parts, 
in fpirituous Liquors, are fcnfible how expenfive it 
is to fupply the Wafte of thefc Spirits, which eva- 
porate confiderably. 

Having in 1739. begun to make a Colle&ion of 
this fort, it was not long before I felt the Neceflity 
I was under of contriving fome kind of Veffcl, or 
fome way o£ clofing the common Glafles, which 
might prevent, or at leaft dimintfh the Quantity of, 
tiiis Evaporation. After 
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After trying feveral Methods, which did not fully 
fatisfy me, I fixed upon the Glafs, which is reprc- 
fcnted in th«* annexed Figures, Tab. I. Fig. i. and 2. 

Its Difference from the common ones con lifts in 
having, quue round the Edge of irs Orifice, a circu- 
lar Groove or Chanel, Fig. 2. AA> an Inch deep 
for the fmallcr Sizes, and two Inches for the larger. 
This circular Groove is intended to receive a Bor- 
der, BB y of the fame Figure on the Cover C : In 
the middle of the Concavity of this Cover is a dou- 
ble Hook, on which the Threads are to be fattened, 
which fufpend the Piece or Preparation that is to 
be pur into <hc Glafs. 

In purring the Piece into the Glafs, which con- 
tains the preferving Liquor, Care muft be taken to 
place it on the Hooks in the. fame Pofition, which 
you intend it fhould keep in the Glafs; That done, 
you are to pour Oil, or Qiuckfilver, which is bet- 
ter, into the circular Groove AA 7 fo as to make it 
about half-full. Then you are to let down the 
Piece into the prefetving Liquor 3 and when it is 
intireiy funk down, the Cover C ought to light upon 
the Glafs, and its circular Border BB y enter into the 
circular Groove AA> where it falls into the Oil or 
Quickfilver, which riles up and tills the whole Groove; 
by which means the Glafs is in fomc meafure her- 
metically fealed. The Oil indeed permits feme fmall 
Evaporation 5 the Quickfiivcr more completely an- 
fwers the End of this Invention, but it is more ex- 
penfive, 

As I had contrived this Glafs for my own private 
Uic, I neglected making it publics till, happening 
to be prefent at the public Meeting of the Academy 

of 
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of Sciences of Paris, at Eafler 174-6, I heard Mr. 
de Reaumur read a Memoir on this Subjeth My 
Glafs feem'd to me vaftly preferable to the Veffels 
propofed by that great Academician. This Incident 
rouzed my Emulation, and gave me the better Opi- 
nion of my Glafs, a Pattern of which I fent to M. 
Morand. The fame Motive engages me to take the 
Advantage of the Freedom of Corrcfpondence re- 
eftabliflied between France and England, in fending 
this Defcription to the Royal Society.

Addition to the c Defcription of the Glaffes for pre- 
ferving things in Spirit of Wine, by Dr. le Cat, 
fag. 6. 

In ufing the Bottle, of which I have given a De- 
fcription, I found that it was attended with one In- 
convenience. 

The circular Groove, the Edge of which was 
turn'd up on the Infide of the Bottle, retained a fmall 
Quantity of the Water, when I emptied and rinfed 
its fo that it was impoffible to do it thoroughly. 

Wherefore I caufed this Veflel to be made, asrepre- 
fented in the annexed Figure, Tab. L Fig. i. which 
is a Se&ion of it $ and where it appears that the Groove 
^^is placed on the Outiideof the Edge of the Bot- 
tle. By this means every Drop of the contained 
Fluid can be pour'd out. 

It is eafy to fee that the circular Border BB of 
the Cover is to enter into thefe Grooves A A, which 
arc fiird with Oil or Quickfilver 5 and that the Hook 
C, of the fame Cover, isdeftined to fufpend in the 
Liquor fuch Pieces as are to bepreferved in it.
